SIR ROBERT IN LONDON 


While the narrow-minded near- 
sighted newspapers were  peevishly 
|demanding that Sir Robert Borden 
| should return to Canada, that the 


premier of the Dominion shoutd be at 
Ottawa attending to picayune-policies 
which evidently form the scope of 
their political vision, Sir Robert—as 
is now made public .and as was un- 
derstood by those in touch with 
national and international affairs— 
was actually cementing for Canada 
important new relations with the 
Empire. The arrangement by which 
Canada will have permanent represen- 
tation in the Imperial War Cabinet 
direct communication between the 
the governments in Ottawa and Lon- 
don, is a constitutional achievement of 
first importance and one which 
would probably not have been brought 
about in early years had it not been for 
those freer and more candid relations 
which have been an accompaniment 
of war co-operation and the ability of 
our statesman to take advantage of 
them. 

It is significant too that while his 
newspaper enemies were attacking 
him at home Sir Robert was being 
highty appreciated by the British 
presg which understood the import- 
ance of the issues being considered. 
The words of commendation of the 
London Times were only a small con- 
tribution to the general chorus of ap- 
proval. “Canada” pointedly expressed 
regret “to observe that during Sir 
Robert's absence in England an op- 
portunity has been taken in Canada to 
make attacks upon hig leadership and 
policy.” The Morning Post, after 
Stating that it understood that “their 
presence is wanted at home,” added, 
“But we should say to our kinsfolk 
that we can ill spare our guests at the 
most critjcal time in the history of the 
Empire and that their services here 
will, in fact, benefit the Dominions 
as much as the Mother Country.” Fur- 
ther recognition of Sir Robert’s ser- 
vices was given by the Daily Tele- 
graph, which said editorially: 

It must have been a great joy to 
Sir Robert Borden and His colleagues 
to know and feel the marked change 
that has supervened between the open- 
ing and closing meetings of the lmper- 
ial War Conference, wast year Sir 
Robert Bordon carried back with him 
across the Atlantic the anxious con- 
viction that he and his government 
must face the problem of conscription 
for Canada. How ne wtiumphed is 
known to all. This year he will go 
back with a lighter heart, and though 
no official record of the proceedings of 
the Conference has yet been publish- 
ed, we have just been officially told 
out of the great transforming Imper- 
ial changes, dear to the Dominions, 
that of Imperial Preference, has now 
the considered sanction of the Brit- 
ish Government.—-Financial Post.

FOOD LINE WAS SAVED 


“How the Food Line Was Saved” is | 
the title of an article in the London | 


Times from a well informed corres- 
pondent, who tells of the many anx- 
jous days early this year, when food 
shipments from North America were 
not moving satisfactorily and Ger- 


man submarines were taking a heavy 
toll. 

The correspondent says:— 

“The accumulated wheat crops of 
Australia and the New Zealand meat 
and butter supplies were, for all prac- 
tical purposes, so far as we were con- 
cerned, non-existent. Shipping econ- 
omy then demanded that our dimin- 
ished mercantile marine should be, ag 
far as possible, used and re-used on 
the shortest journey to our nearest 
available markets, which were, and 
still are, North and South America.” 

After a reference to the prohibi- 
tion of export of wheat frm the Uni- 
ted States, congesttion, he adds:— 

“In January and February whole 
convoys of precious’ British ships 
waited idle for weeks in American 
ports for the trainloads of provisions 
that were snowed up hundreds of 
miles inland. As a consequence, ex- 
ports: of American breadstuffs, which, 
by international agreement with the 
Allies, should have amounted tol,- 
100,000 tong for the month of January 
only reached a total of 680,000 tons. 
The imports of bacon for January, 
had been relied upon to reach nearly 
60,000 tons. Only 11,000 tons arrived 
Meat imports were proportionally 
short. Reports received by the Min- 
istry of Food showed that, owing to 
the breakdown of imports, the country 
was consuming nearly 460,000 tons of 
food a month more than the margin 
of safety permitted. 

“The war cabinet anxiously dis- 
cussed the advisability of compul- 
sory rationing of bread, and immed- 
fately authorized Lord Rhondda to 
ration meat, poultry, bacon and butter. 
In spite of this, for several weeks it 
Wag an open question whether there 
would be enough meat and bacon to 
give everyone his limited per capita 
allowance, The wheat commission or- 
dered compulsory milling up to the ex- 
treme limit, and took every possible 
measure to eke out otir daily dwind- 
ling cereal supply.

EMBARGO ON ALBERTA GRAIN 


An order issued by the board of 
grain supervisor, for Canada prov- 
ides that no grain shall be shipped out 
of Alberta, and that no grain shall be 
transferred by any railroad company 
inside Alberta without a permit from 
the board. This prohibition is for 
the purpose of insuring a sufficient 
supply of grain for local consumption 
other than seed. This embargo will 
continue in effect until proper author- 
ities have had an opportunity to pro- 
vide seed grain in elevators warrant 
removal of the embargo.

WASTE GRAIN AT THREASHING 


The U.F.A. draws attention to the 
desirability of saving every bushel 
of grain at threshing time. The 
drought and frost have made this 
more essential than ever. It has been 
suggested that teams at threashing 
time should be muzzled so that they 
cannot interfere with the stooks, that 
tight bottom racks should be used, 
and also that the separator owner 
should provide a large sheet under- 
neath the separator to catch grain 
which would otherwise be thrown on 
the ground. One of the locals re- 
cently wrote the Food Controller in 
‘this matter, and the reply received 
pointed out that it would be very diffi- 
cult to enforce an order along these 
lines, but that the result might be ac- 
complished if all locals take the mat- 
ter up and request their members to 
try to observe these conditions.

WANTS 80 PER CENT. WAR 


PROFITS TAX 


Last week Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo met the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House in Washing- 
ton, and urged that there be a straight 
war profits tax of eighty per cent. The 
expenditure for the year June 30th, 
1918, to June 30th, 1919, the secret- 
ary estimated at $24,000,000,000, and 
of this he urged that at least $8,000,- 
000,000 be raised by taxation, and in 
order to raise this amount in an equit- 
able manner he urged that the Govern- 
ment take eighty per cent. of all pro- 
fits in excess of those realized in any 
business before the war. He distin- 
guished between this tax and an ex- 
cess profits tax in that the latter was 
a tax on all profits over a certain per 
cent., while the former referred entir- 
ely due to the war, and which are to 
be measured by comaring them with 
pre-war profits. Incidentally Secret- 
ary McAdoo declared it .to be “the 
conviction of all patriotic men, of 
every economic and political school, 
that no one should profit largely by 
the war,” and he argured that the 
leveying of the eighty per cent. tax 
on war profits would meet the views 
of all true patriots. He would re- 
tain the excess profits tax with some 
modifications, but he would also use 
this eighty per cent. tax on war pro- 
fits. Apart from a very few men we 
think that probably as a step in the 
right direction.—Christain Guardian,

THE VALUE CF GOOD ROADS 


In the state of Indiana it is assert- 
ed that the average selling price of 
farm land has been increased about 
$6.48 per acre by the improvement of 
the roads, and the farmers estimate 
that if all the roads were improved 
land values would be increased $9 
per acre. This really means that poor 
roads are depreciating the value of 
every 100 acres about $900. An- 
other investigation carried on by the 
Office of Road Inquiry at Washington 
shows that good roads increase the 
values of farm land from $5 to $20 
per acre. Every farmer knows that 
proximity to a good market increases 
the value of a form, and the good road 
really brings the good market closer 
to the farm. The advent of the auto 
has done a good deal to stimulate the 
demand for good roads, and Govern- 
ments are wisely taking hold of the 
matter and helping to secure the con- 
struction of guch roads. Then the 
consolidation of Schools and even of 
churches is emphasizing the advan- 
tage and the necessity of roads which 
are always not only passable, but read- 
ily passable. Good roads are a help 
to community life, and a stimulate to 
good farming, and the man who helps 
to secure them is doing a patroitic 
and good work.—Christain Guardian.

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TOTAL REGISTRATION IN CANA- 


DA OVER 5,000,000 


A total registration of considerably 
in excess of five millions, including 
several hundred thousand men trained 
in agriculture but at present other- 
wise engaged, are the striking feat- 
ures of the interim report of the re- 
gistration board, which under the dir- 
ection of Senator Robertson took a 
man power registration of Canada on 
Saturday, June 22. 

“Registration,” says the report, “has 
demonstrated beyond question that 
we have in Canada an abundant sup-. 
ply of labor, experienced in farming 
and willing, upon request, to devote 
itself to farming but wnich 1s at pres- 
ent employed in other occupations. In 
the provinces of Ontario and Manit- 
oba alone there have been secured 
and placed in the hands of county 
committees by means of registration 
the names of over 14,000 men, all with 
some training in agriculture, whose 
services are available as harvest 
hands should they be required. 

“If the cards from all parts of Cana- 
da were thoroughly scrutinized for 
farm prospects the lapor shown to be 
available would properly prove con- 
clugively that despite the large num- 
ber of men who have left the farm for 
overseas service we still have a force 
with which we can maintain our pro- 
duction at its present level, or even 
increase it if necessary.” 

The report states that as a result 
of the registration the board could in 
the national interest. moblize labor 
quickly towards any form of produc- 
tion. 

“Were the unexpucted to happen,” 
Says the report, “and were the United 
States to serve notic on us that in ten 
days all exports of soft coal to Cana- 
da would be absolutely cut off, in less 
than three days we could furnish the 
government with enough names and 
present adresses of every man in the 
country experienced in coal mining, 
but not now employed thereat, pro- 
vided always he had declared to that 
experience on his registration card.”

Profit in Hogs 


Farmers of Western Canada Receive 
More for Their Hoge > 


For many months the prices ruling 
for hogs at Calgary, Alberta, have 
almost invariably been higher than 
those ruling at the leading markets of 
the United States. This means that 
the farmer in Alberfa has a greater 
margin of profit in hog raising than 
his neighbor to the south, Not only 
is he obtaining more fer his hogs, 
but his-cost of production is consid- 
erably less. He is raising equally 
large crops of the most satisfactory 
hog foods—oats, barley, alfalfa, etc. 
—on land which represents an invest- 
ment of a comparatively small sum, 
Moreover, losses from disease are 
almost unknown. 


Notwithstanding the increased 
number of hogs now available far 
marketing as a result of the campaign 
for greater production conducted last 

ear, prices well above eighteen dol- 
ars a hundred are being obtained. 
This represents an advance of from 
four to five dollars a hundred over 
prices ruling at this time last year.

Shock Troops Aid Farmers 


Are Busy in American Wheat Fields 
as Well as on Battle Front 


_ “Shock troops”:are busy in Amer- 
ican wheat fields, as well as on the 
western battle front. When the 
German war lords command an ad- 
vance at any cost, shock troops are 
sent forward to buy yards of ground 
with thousands of lives, but the 
American agricultural “shock troops” 
advance in a different manner. They 
are town men who have volunteered 
to help farmers cut and shock their 
wheat, and thus are doing their part 
in making the battle line firm. 


Here are two instanees, reported 
to the United States department of 
agriculture, of how towns and cities 
are helping to meet the need for 
harvest workers on American farms: 
_ A South Dakota county has organ- 
ized all its towns. When labor is 
needed all business places close early 
and the town men go in automobiles 
to every quarter of the country. 
When they come’ to fields cut but 
not shocked they get out and shock 
and then proceed to other fields 
needing them, They don’t talk about 
pay or who is doing the work. “lf 
the farmer wants to donate the 


money which he would spend for 


labor to the Red Cross that is his 
business,” says a letter from South 
Dakota, “and I think that is where 
most of the money will go.” 

“Shock troops” are cutting and 
shocking wheat in Warrick county, 
Indiana, also, Volunteer business 
men, clerks and laborers in the 
finish their town work and 
then are taken in automobiles to 
help the farmers. In one cvening 
forty men shocked more than eighty 
acres of wheat. 

These forces have been arranged 
through co-operation of farm help 
specialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, county 
agents, county councils of defense 
and other bodies.

French Babies 
Know Only War 


Has Had the Noise of Cannon all 


the Days of His Short Life 


_He is a French baby. Bernard is 
his name and he is not yet four 
years old. His laughing face is 
framed by long brown curls. He 
chatters incessantly and is much 
more of a fidget than a British baby. 
ae is indeed a typical “Bebe Fran- 
cais,” 


His parents live on the Somme— 
behind the British lines. At the time 
of his birth they were fighting only 
thirty miles away. Since then the 
front had drawn farther off, but it 
is near once more. Thus little Bern- 
ard has had the noise of the can- 
non in his ears all the days of his 
short life.- 


This French baby has many 
friends; all are more than twice his 
height, although he is tall for his 
age. British soldiers all. 


As the village is on an important 
road and the river passes by, the 
British troops come there for rest, 
and as his parents’ house is the bic- 
gest, officers stay there and have 
made it their mess. 

In three years 12 generals, 20 co- 
lonels, and majors, captains and lieu- 
tenants too numerous to count have 
rested there a single day or perhaps 
a whole month; and all have become 
before leaving, friends of the “Bebe 
Francais.” 

A whole album of ically exciting 
war photographs is in his mamma’s 
ire. Look at him at three months 
in the arms of an interpreter, at six 
in those of an Indian trooper, whose 
turban seems to him a truly eccen- 
tric headdress. 

Here he is, grown bigger, proudly 
standing beneath the awning of a 
tent; there, holding the bridle of a 
general's horse, while a soldier mod- 
estly assists on the other side; now, 
hands clasped behind his back, he 
watches some Australians erectin 
their kitchen in the open; a smal 
boy sitting astride a heavy gun-car- 
riage, it is little Bernard, and see 
what a hearty handshake he is giv- 
ing the brigadier-general! 

Each one of these photographs 
tells the story of the war of his life. 

Ignorant of badges he knows only 
one rank; he lisps the word “Cap- 
tain” to all who are khaki-clad—gen- 
eral and orderly alike. He knows 
but two English phrases: “Good- 
bye,” “Look here,” and he makes use 
of them on every occasion, 

Soldiers to him are beings khaki- 
clad; he has only seen one French 
uniform—his father’s when he comes 
on leave, and he cannot believe that 
he also is going to the war, because 
he is dressed in blue. 

He is only a little French baby, 
but he reminds the soldiers. who 
play with him of those whom they 
too have left in their “sweet home” 
in the Old Country; and because of 
this memory the “Bebe Francais” 
has always an abundance of choco- 
lates.

Live stock may be substituted for 
cultivation under~certain conditions. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
| quarter-section along side his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Six months residence in each 
of three years after earning home- 
stead patent; also 50 acres extra cul- 
|tivation. Pre-emption patent may be 
obtained as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchas- 
ed homestead in certain districts.

Heavy Decline in the Birth Rate in 
All Belligerent Countries 


The war has caused the belliger- 
ent countries of Europe the loss of 
not less than 12,500,000 potential 
lives, because of the decrease in the 
number of births resulting from 
the war, says Sir Bernard Mallett, 
registrar-general of Great Britain. 
Britain, he asserts, has lost in these 
potential lives 650,000 children, He 
beli¢ves that other belligerent coun- 
tries have suffered in this respect 
more than has Great Britain. 

Sir Bernard estimated that every 
day of the war means the loss of 
7,000 potential lives of children to 
the United Kingdom, france, Italy 
and the central powers. Dealing 
with the decline in the birth rate, he 
said the births registered in England 
and Wales in 1913, numbered 881,800. 
In 1915, they fell to 814,614; in 1916 
there was a-further fall to 780,520; 
and in 1917 to 668,346; a decline of 
25 per cent. compared with 1913.

Butter made from the product of fifty 
cows or more must be marked “efeam- | 
ery” butter, 

Dairy butter as the above defined if | 
packed in boxes fur sale must be) 
marked“dairy butter.” If dairy but- 
ter is wrapped in parchment the par | 
chment must be marked “dairy but- | 
ter.” 

These regulations are enforced by 
a fine of not less than $10 and not 
more than $30 with costs. 

A dealer who knowingly sells dairy 
butter in boxes unless the boxes are 
marked “dairy butter,” or who sells 
mixed dairy and creamery butter 
that ig not marked “dairy butter,” or 
who sells butter in wrappers that is 
not marked “dairy butter,” is liable 
to a fine of not less than $10nor more 
than $30, with costs.

THE BORIS HAMBURG TOUR 


Boris Hambourg, who is to-day re- 
cognized ag one of the greatest ‘cellest 
since the days of Alfredo Piatti, was 
born at Voronej, Southern Russia, in 
1884. The third son of the late Mich- 
ael Hambourg. a prominent professor 
of music, the boy absorbed a musical 
atmosphere from his birth.

BRITAIN’S WORK IN THE WAR 


Great Britain's contribution to the 
success of the Allies was made public 
here on the eve of the fourth anniver- 
sary of the United Kingdom's en- 
trance upon the war, by the British 
Bureau of Information of the British 
War Mission. 

The bureau whieh enumerates a- 
mong other things the fact that Great 
Britain and her colonies have raised | 
soldiers, of whom 500,000 | 
jhave been slain and 2,000,000 are 
| wounded or missing. England, her- 
self, it is said, has furnished 60 per 
| cent. of the fighters and suffered 76 
per cent. of the casualties.

“British soldiers have fought on 
seventeen fronts in the past four yearg 
including Belgium, France, Italy, Ser- 
bia, Greece, Russia, Palestine, Mes- 
opotamia, China, and North, East and 
West Africa. x 

The British expenditure of rifle am- 
munition per week is now sixty-five 
times greater than the average week- 
ly expenditure during the first ten 
monhts of the struggte. The mac- 
hine gun output is thirty-nine tnmes 
greater. 

The ministry of munitions now 
handles 50,000,000 articles a week and 
in addition to more than ninetc arse- 
nals, Great Britain has 5,046 Govern- 
ment-controlled factories, all working 
night and day on munitions and sup- 


plies. 
The British navy hag trebled its 
personnel and doubled its fighting 


armament since entering the war. It 
and the merchant marine have trans- 
ported overseas 13,000,000 men 2,000,- 
00 tons of explosives, 51,000,000 tons 
of oil and fuel, and 130,000,000 tons of 
food and other stores. 

The ill-omened word “‘kultur” comes 
in for a gavage analysis. Professor 
von Seyden in the first frenzy of the 
war, said: “The Germans are the 
elect people of the earth. They will 
accomplish their destiny, which is to 
rule the world and to guide all other 
nations for their common happiness.” 

The bureau answers von Seyden by 
presenting a table of the worst form 
of crime committed in Germany and 


England during the ten years, 1897- 
1907, as follows:

Kultur should be 
known by its results, and, if ‘benight- 
ed England can show such a case a- 
gainst ‘enlightened’ Germany, is it 
not worth four years’ war to keep 
your country and ours clear of the 
virus of kultur?—New York Times.

WHEAT AND WORLD SAFETY 
The New York Commercial points 

out that for 20 years the world has 

been on the edge of a wheat famine. 

Only those who have studied grain 

trade statistics have realized it, but 

the surplus carried over from one crop 
year to another has been dwindling, 


serious crop failure. 

“A reserve of wheat must be as- 
cumulated on this continent at any 
cost,” says the newspaper. “Corn 
will not take the place or wheat as a 
reserve, because corn does not keep 
well, and cornmeal and cornflour do 
not stand shipemnt overseas in warm 


“England is producing about 70 per 
cent of her own domestic require- 
ments this year, but France and Italy 
are raising less food than they did be- 
forg the war. Some slight increases 
may be obtained from Spain and 
North America, but not enough to 
offset the decreases in France and 
Italy. Canada and the United States 
must produce the wheat and most of 
and they are 
doing it by a perilously narrow mar- 


“We must try to save some of this 
us from a short crop next year, and 


wheat in the southren hemisphere in 
the ocurse of the next year it will not 
be sufficient for the reserve which the 
world should have. This is no time 
to consume wheat lavishly. We are 
not out of the wood, and the world 
will not be safe until it accum- 
ulates a surplus of at least 700,000,000 
bushels of wheat to carry over from 
year to year.” 


There will be no sugar available 
this year for British consumption, 
according to a recent statement of the 
chairman of the Sugar Committee. 
The Cuban crop is about 300,000 tons 
less than estimated. Conservation of 
sugar for preserving time is impera- 
tive upon every householder,
